Uf It seems today that Oen, P33ULA with bis experience of 
the last two years is displaying a now tactical line with the 
emphasis on the necessary unity of all onti-Coraauniet exiles* 
Through this he is trying to improve the original tmpreeoion he 
made that His movement is trying to fight all existing parties 
and groups in order to establish, some sort of monopoly* This new 
trend In the movement *o political activities became Increasingly 
obvious after the change in the international political situation 
brought on by tho Korean crisis* Enphoslulnr the military character 
of his movaoLnt they a re displaying a determination to fight 
Commits wherever it exists and the General has offeree 6000 of 
his adherents ready to join UN forcos* This is a vastly exaggerated 
Claim but there ore, however, several hundred young Cseohs

politician, seoms to believe that a military shondowr. between the 
East and iVert woulu make him emerge ao the only capable uilitary 
conmanuor of Csech units in V. r estem service. For this reason he 
is anxious to press foi exile unity in the facn o i* the danger of 
iaaninent gwwral tot,
